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REQUIESCAT? WASHINGTON, May 29.—A lobbyist wired his 
manufacturing client after the NRA decision: 
“New Deal dead. Go ahead.” 

This slightly exaggerated first-hand opinion was not confined 
to the public statements you have been seeing. It was shared pri- 
vately by the foremost New Dealers. They were not only dismayed 
but thought all was lost. Confusion was more widespread among 
them than at any time since the bank holiday. 

What hurt most was not the particular legal restraints im- 
posed on them by the court. You can get a hundred various in- 
terpretations as to precisely what these will turn out to be. Every 
lawyer has a different idea, and there are at least 500 lawyers in 
the New Deal. 

The real core of their sour apple was the fact that the court 
decided the national emergency was over. Its decision did not say 
this specifically, but everyone knew it was the basis of the court 
reasoning. The fact was particularly well known to congressional 
oppositionists who have been somewhat under the thumb of New 
Dealers because of emergency conditions. It was also evident to 
business attorneys who foresaw the possibility of suits against every 
phase of New Deal activity. 

Consequently, no matter what the decision means in law, it means 
to political insiders that the diminishing psychological advantage of 
emergency prestige enjoyed by the New Dealers will no longer be 
effective. 

That much of the New Deal is dead, no matter what evolves from 


the reformation after the court decision. 

CULPRIT Most of the Roosevelt associates are inclined to blame 
it all on Donald Richberg. An influential young lib- 

eral lawyer in the New Deal was going around town afterward, call- 

ing Mr. Richberg several things which will not be found in law 

books. 

It is true that many New Deal lawyers originally questioned 
Richberg’s selection of the poultry case as a test. Some wanted to 
try the Belcher lumber case instead. The smartest ones wanted to 
avoid any test case at all as long as possible. Shrewd Felix Frank- 
furter is said to be one of these. 

The secret of why Richberg chose the poultry case was that he 
discovered the supreme court already had ruled that the poultry 
business was in interstate commerce. He was not prepared for the 
distinction drawn by the decision; namely, that, after poultry ar- 
rives in a city, it ceases to be directly in interstate commerce. 

The truth, of course, is that the sweeping nature of the de- 
cision shows the government would have lost, no matter what NRA 


case it presented to the court. 

JURISDICTION There is an old story about an eminent jurist 
sitting on a river bank beside his rowboat. A 

traveler came up and asked if he might borrow the boat to cross 

the creek. The jurist replied in strictly legal fashion: “Yes, you 

may. It belongs to me and I give you permission to use it.” 

The traveler started rowing for the opposite shore, but, on the 
way, water gushed into the boat from a hole in the bottom. In the 
middle of the creek it sank, drowning its occupant. 

An observer rebuked the jurist for not warning the stranger 
of the leaky boat. The jurist replied: 

“The matter of the condition of the boat did not come before 
me,” 
Those telling this story point to the paragraph in the decision 
in which the court stated it was not its province to consider the 
economic advantages of the NRA so long as the constitution did 
not provide for it,

Delay Pleas Voted Down as 
| Wheeler Says NRA Ruling 
| Is Not to Point. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—(/)— 
Brushing aside shouts of unconstitu- 
tionality, the senate voted today to 
take up the administration’s bill to 
abolish “unnecessary” publie utility 
holding companies. 

Pleas for delay, so as to measure 
the bill by constitutional standards 
set by the NRA decision, failed to 
check its immediate consideration, But 
at once the controversial legislation 
ran into vigorous debate and Sena- 
tor Hastings, republican, Delaware, 
warned of a later effort to return 
the bill to committee. 


Considering the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the bill, Senator 
Wheeler conceded the supreme conrt’s 
NRA decision had aroused fears 
among some senators, but said “Anr- 
one who read the decision will find 
there isn’t anything in the Dill: re- 
motely affected.” He added: 
| “Jf the senate doesn't have the 
courage to pass this legislation elimi- 
inating these holding companies, then 
it can’t expect any commission in the 
government to regulate them.” 

Senator Vandenberg said he felt 
the country needed recovery ahead of 
reform and asked if the bill would not 
prove deflationary. 

Wheeler replied regulation would 
drive many of the companies out of 
existence, arguing that “when you 
stop some of these practices they wil! 
have to eliminate themselves.”

In attempting the stitches for the 
first time and while practicing them 
Naney suggests the use of a fairly 
soft, somewhat sleazy weave of mus- 
lin. The thread shonld be one heavy 
strand of turkey red or blue, colors 
which will show up definitely as the 
practice work goes on. Don't choose 
too heavy a needle. Get a slim one 
with a long eve which will not 
bunch up the thread and make the 
drawing of it through the cloth a te 
dious or puckery process,
